u will recall in the Fall issue of The 
Fountain, trustee and board president 
Ruth Newell-Minor wrote a column 
entitled “What does a Trustee do?” 
Following up on that article, I would like to 
comment further upon the role of the trustee and 
the process involved in running for election. 

The Board of Trustees was created by Illinois 
Library Law to act as the governing body of the 
library. Elections to serve on the Board of 
Trustees are held every two years. District 
residents with an interest in serving as a library 
trustee must pick up a nominating petition 
between November 3, 1998 and January 24, 1999. 
The petition must be filed with the Board 
Secretary between January 25 through February 
1, 1999, in order to be placed on the ballot. Fifty 
signatures, a statement of economic interest, a 
statement of candidacy, and an optional loyalty 
oath, are necessary before a candidate is placed 
on the ballot. Next spring, you will vote to fill the 
expired terms of two trustees, and to fill the 
remaining term of a board member due to a 
resignation. 


Library board members are the advocates of 
the library in the community. Who are these 
advocates elected to serve on the Fountaindale 
Public Library District Board? They are your 
neighbors-- living within the district-- in 
Bolingbrook and Romeoville. They are civic- 
minded residents who are committed to quality 
library services for this community. They 
generously volunteer their time to the library and 
are often active in other aspects of community 
life. 

The Board meets on the third Thursday of 
each month, to undertake the business of the 
district. Stop in at 7:30 pm. and you will see the 
Board in action.

s the 20th century draws to a close, 

Fountaindale Public Library continues to 

offer new books and audiovisual 

materials, personal assistance by friendly 
trained staff, and up-to-date methods of providing 
library services. 

One of our best-kept secrets seems to be the 
Interlibrary Loan Service. If you have a 
Fountaindale Library card, we can obtain nearly 
any book you request by tapping into the network 
of library computers. When the book is located at 
XYZ library, the request is sent to them. Staff at 
that library take the book from their shelves and 
place it in the delivery system and within a few 
days it arrives at our library, with your name and 
phone number attached. We then call you with 
the information that the book you requested has 
arrived. Usually requests are filled by public or 
university libraries in Illinois. Persistence can 
result in finding a book at a library in Texas or 
New York, or any other state. If you don’t have a 
short-term deadline, the chances are very good 
that the book can be borrowed for you. If your 
card is from another library, with a Fountaindale 


sticker attached, the same service can be provided 
for you by your home library. 

Although we send out many requests each 
week, Fountaindale Library is known in the library 
system as a net lender. We loan more books to 
other libraries each year than we borrow from 
them. This shows that, although we cannot own 
every book you might wish to find on our shelves, 
we are responsive to the types of requests we 
receive from you, our patrons, customers, clients, 
and friends. Our librarians who order new books 
consider the requests we receive as they are 
looking at catalogs. Books by authors or about 
subjects that are popular with people in our town 
will usually be purchased immediately to supply 
the projected demand. In Romeoville, books on 
medical topics are a priority, while Bolingbrook 
staff search for business books. We provide these 
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specialized collections as a service to 
Fountaindale residents and also as a contracted 
service to the Heritage Trail Library System. There 
are materials available in these two fields that 
would not normally be found in a public library. 
Many of the medical books are sold almost 
exclusively to hospital libraries. 

Some of the most interesting requests are for 
“A book like...” or for “A book I read when I was 
in third grade. I don’t know the title, but it was 
about a boy who...” Believe it or not, with enough 
information, we can answer a surprising number 
of these requests also. Sometimes the answer 
comes with help from a network of librarians 
across the country through special interest group 
list serves on the Internet. Yes, the “old-time 
librarians” are linked to the web and are very 
useful in locating the historic titles. | answer other 
librarians’ similar questions. Once I even replied 
to one without realizing that the question came 
from one of the staff in Bolingbrook! 

Do you have a question that has been nagging 
you? Come in or call the library and we will try to 
find the answer.

by five very popular authors, Cherie 
Bennett, Lurlene McDaniel, Christopher Pike, LJ. 
Smith, and M.C. Sumner. 

Cherie Bennett writes romantic novels. One of 
her new ones is Wild Hearts on Fire. This is the 
latest in her paperback series Wild Hearts. If 
you enjoy reading Cherie Bennett’s books, you 
will want to try some of the other romances just 
for teens like the Love Stories paperbacks. 

In Lurlene McDaniel’s books the teen 
characters deal with serious illnesses. Leah in 
Angels Watching Over Me receives frightening 
information about her medical condition, but 
also meets people who show her that sometimes 
angels appear in unexpected places. The books 
in D.L. Carey’s Distress Call series also tell 
stories of hospital workers and volunteers. If you 
enjoy books by Lurlene McDaniel, you may also 
want to give these a try. 

If your reading tastes lean toward spine- 


chillers, Christopher Pike has a series called the 
Last Vampire that should fill the bill. You’ve 
already read those? Try L.J. Smith’s Dark Visions 
or Night World books. Unworldly creatures lurk 
between the covers of these paperback titles. 
Have you read about Buffy the Vampire-slayer? 
Try M.C. Sumner’s books The Principal, The 
Coach, and The Substitute. In these stories 
student Tallie McAlister discovers that there is 
something more than a little sinister about the 
school staff.
